poie of bringing about fixation of the 
bunerusto the scapula with the least 
possible limitation of normal move* 
meut of the whole arm. 

Tb<> Bublect was then taken up by 
Dr. Joel B. Ooldtbwait, of Boston, 
who pointed out that from the point 
of view of the patient — that Is, in 
securing a most useful limb — it does 
not depend so much upon the akill in 
the operation as upon skill in post* 
operetlve treatment. Turning to war 
and poat-war problems, he said that 
the goremments of' the various na- 
tions affected were aaktng their sur- 
geons but one question, and that was: 
"What can your men do when you 
discharge tbom from the hospttalt" 
TbU is the vital question, for in- 
ability ot the soldier to take up his 
old work means responslbiltty and ex- 
pnnse to the government without 
even considering il from the point 
of vifw of the soldier. He concluded 
by urging, his fellow^surgeona to 
strivu not for anatomical but for In- 
creased functional results. 

Mr A. earless, tb« famons British 
surgeon and consultant to the British 
army, was then introduced, and re- 
ceived a great ovation. Re apoke on 
the treatment' of - frail Itmlis. The 
pauses may be classlfled under three 
heaidlngs: actual Injury at the ttme 
of aeeideht; undue energy with 
which fragments have been removed; 
and nott-reeognltton ot marrenons ac- 
commodative shortentng whioh may 
take place. He then told of cases tn 
which 'massive portions of the 
humerus had been foroibly torn away, 
leaving gaps varying from one to 
four inches. Previous to the wair, 
such condittons were elaased aa lneur> 
able. At the present time, however, 
the ends are placed in apposition, 
bony union taking place. After ac- 
commodative shortening of the sur- 
rounding muscles and structures, a 
perfectly useful arm is .obtained. The 
arm is short, of course, but from th*

Tli« third day of the Clinical Con- 
gress of the American College ot Sur- 
geons was spent in a busy and profit' 
able manner. In the morning, clinics 
were held at all the local bosplUls, 
with Montreal surgeons doing the 
greater part of the work. 

In the afternoon, a general sym^ 
poalum on "Differential Diagnosis of 
Ltesicns of the Right Side of the Ab- 
domen" was held in Windsor Hall. 

Goo. W. Crlle. M.D.. of Cleveland, 
opened the programme with a general 
Introduction. He expressed the 
opinion that perhaps the most difft 
(jult and most important thing was 
the drawing from the patient the hU 
tory of the ceae. The full develop- 
ment ot diagnosis has not nearly been 
reached as yet, -and Inveattgation ol 
the functions ot the organs waa 
especially Important. 

Sir Berkeley Moynlhan then spoke 
on "Duod«nal Ulcer" as producing 
lesions of the right side ot the ahdO' 
men. in a maatèrly and authoritative 
manner. The diagnosis, he thought, 
rested on the history of the case. 
There was a type history for all 
ulcert, with variations for those In 
particular situations. Regularity 
and deflnlteness of symptoms are 
characteristic; If at all irregular, 
then chronic ulcer Is eliminated. 
Pain Is important: generally the 
earlier Its onset after the taking of 
food, the nearer the ulcer Is to the 
rardlac end of the stomach. Ulcers 
of the stomach and of the duodenum 
have a characterlBtlc rhythm. Radio- 
graphy is a great holp In diagnosis. 
Thirty per cent, of the cases give oc- 
cult blood. 

Perforation of the ulcer is not a 
nymptom, but Is a reflection on the 
capability of the profession. Yet it 
happens, and then one Rets an In- 
stantAneous agony and tinbearablo 
anKulKli. with the abdominal muscloi 
rigid. Early perforation never shows 
any of the conditions of shock, and 
must be operated on at once.
